Detroit, July 23 —A terrible accident oc- 
curred about 100’clock last night on the 
Detroit river, some nine miles below this 
city. The excursion steamer Garland with 
1,200 persons on board under the auspices of 
the Detroit moulder’s union, while going 
down the river collided with the steam 
acht Mamie coming up, cutting her 
n too, so that she almost immediately 
sank. The latter had on board twenty-four 
yersons, consisting mainly of Father 
leyenbergh, pastor oi the Trinity Roman 
Catholic clurch of this city, and a number 
of acolytes and boys officiating in various 
capacities in the service of the church. 
They had been on their annual excursion to 
Monroe; and were returning home. The 
night was bright with moonlight, and there 
would seem to have been no reason 
save that of crimivral neglect, 
why the accident should have 
occurred. Of taose ou board the Mamie the 
ollowing were drowned: Mrs. Fred Mar- 
tin, wife of the engineer; Miss Lizzie Mur- 
by, the house-keeper of Father Bleyen- 
gh; Miss Mary Hahn, of the domestic 
parochial school of Trinity church, and 
nine other boys of the church aged from 11 
to 14 years: ‘Thomas Kelly, sexton of the 
church; Jim Kelly, organ blower, and An- 
drew Doran, a boy who was invited to 
accompany the excursion. Thomas Mc- 
Logan, another boy, is missing and is 
doubtless lost. Captain Hoffman, Engineer 
Martin, Father Bleyenberg, Miss Lizzie 
Dusseau, of Monroe, and four others, were 
saved and reached this city about two 
o'clock this morning, None of the bodies 
of the drowned have yet been recovered. 
In.an interview to-day Father Blyenbergh 
states that just prior to the collision most of 
the boys were in the cabin. He was sitting 
with older members of the party, and they 
noticed the steamer coming down — the 
river. The Garland, Fortune and another 
steamer seemed to him not very far apart 
and coming very rapidly. ‘‘I do not know,”’ 
he said; ‘“‘] hardly dare assert it, and yet 
it seemed to me,” and the 
father made a_ significant pause, 
as though he thought they were 
racing. e went on to say that he did not 
dream of a collision; in fact, had just said 
to Miss Desseau, who was sitting beside 
him, that’ it was a picturesqué’ and exhili- 
rating sight to see the steamer plow through 
the water on such a bright moonlight night, 
when he saw the Garland suddenly loom up 
larger, and instantly divined with 
horror that the collision was imminent. 
The Mamie whistled and soon after the 
Garland replied, but both bore down on the 
fragile yacht, crushing it asif it had Dn 
an egg shell and (fairly cutting 
it in two amidships. At the 
moment he saw that the collision 
was unavoidable, he shouted to his frien 
and the children to come to the front, and 
some of them did so. Miss u 
followed him, and at the same time 
he felt the boat give way 
beneath him and caught hold of a rope on 
the Garland. The young lady did the same.

A BOAminmc-HOUSE KEEPER, 
A STRANGE STORY, IF TRUE. 


The Secret Processef a Court Annall.- 
img a Marriage Between Brother 
and Sister. 

The curious story of a woman seeking the 
aid of Justice Neilson to dissolve the mar- 
riage she had unconsciously entered into 
with her own brother, has found a sequel in 
the judicial separation of the couple. The 
case has been surrounded with much 
secrecy, as the justice and others concerned 
have endeavored to keep the facts from pub- 
licity for the sake of the unhappy woman. 


Justice Neilson was trying acase in the 
chambers of the Brooklyn city court, about 
two weeks ago, when a well-dressed woman 
approached the bench, and, asking the jus- 
tice’s attention, said that she was in great 
distress, as she had discovered that her hus- 
band was her own brother, of whose exist- 
ence she had no knowledge until she became 
his wife. The justice asked herif she had 
lived with her husband since the discovery, 
and she replied that she had not. The jus- 
tice advised her to consult a lawyer, who 
would suggest the proper legal remedy for 
her case. The woman consulted a lawyer, 
and the papers were whan, A poms ge and the 
case was referred to Mr. F, E. Dana to hear 
and determine, The law providing for se 
crecy in divorce cases has been rigidly ap- 
plied in this instance, but the story is said 
to be as follows: 

Two Sweedish brothers, named Peterson, 
made the acquaintance many years ago of 
two Irish girls named Connor, who were 
sisters, and were domestics. One of them 
went to live with one of the Petersons, 
without, however, the ceremony of a mar- 
riage in chureh, while the other, who was 
Annie E. Connor, was regularly married to 
the other brother. A few months after 
this marriage the first sister gave birth toa 
son, who, when but a day or two old, was 
treated as her own child by his aunt, and 
was named Peter Peterson, after his foster 
father. A girl was born two years tater to 
the boy’s mother, and soon after her birth 
Peterson deserted the mother. The mother 
had her christened Annie E. Connor, her 
own name. 

The children grew up as cousins, and re- 
garded each otherassuch. The girl is said 
to have been attractive though delicate, 
with blue eyes and an abundance of light 
hair. His supposed mother, who was 
really his aunt, educated him fn the com- 
mon schools, and then — him into busi- 
ness. He prospered, and when his supposed 
mother removed from the city he frequent- 
ly visited the house of his supposed aunt, 
who really was his mother, and was thrown 
into the society of his supposed cousin, 
The two were fond of each other’s society, 
and were much together, but it was not 
suspected that the tender affection of lovers 
existed betweenthem. Listsummer, how- 
ever, the mother visited Europé, and was 
absent a number of months.

While we have not 
reached the unhappy condition which 
Mr. Collins describes, it is easy to per- 
ceive that the tendency is in that direc- 
tion. By a system of economy which wé 
believe to be based on false principles, 
all. the state offices to which 
any of the citizens of Geor- 
gia can be elected are underpaid. 
The salaries attached to them are inade- 
quate, and it is becoming more and more 
the custom for the best men to say that 
they cannot afford to run for office. They 
cannot afford it for two reasons—first, 
because the people permit and counte- 
nance, if they du not invite a system of 
electioneering which involves the expen- 
diture of money. 

The State Road. 

Ten years ago the legislature leased the 
Western and Atlantic road for the term 
of twenty years. One half of that time 
has expired and the state has received 
$3,000,000 in cash from the lessees. The 
tease has ten years yet to run, and in 
that time the state will receive $3,000,000 
more in cash. In the term of the lease 
it will have paid the enormous sum of 
$6,000,000. 

It is an essential part of this lease that 
the road shall be run with absolute 
impartiality, and the humblest citizen 
has the right to test the impar- 
tiality of its management in the courts. 
It is also “writ in the bond” that the 
road shall be returned at the end of the 
lien in as good condition as it was when 
first leased—the state being put unJer no 
expense for repairs. It will be seen, 
therefore, that we have a square income 
of $300,000 a year, without a dollar of 
outlay, subject te no contingency and 
without any depreciation of the property. 
A safer investment no state ever made— 
a better investment Georgia cannot 
make. 

Aside from the fact that the state 
should control in the interest of all sec- 
: tions and all classes, this most important 

railroad within her borders—the key, as 
it were, to its entire system of roads—as 
a purely finaxcial matter, the road should 
never be sold. It ‘could never 
bring, at any sale, more tban 
$5,000,000, and. most probably not bring 
over $3,000,000. The chances are that 
the few men rich enough to make a seri- 
ous bid for the road would pool their 
bide, and carry it off for less than $3,000,- 
000. But ifit were to bring $5,000,000, 
we should be throwing up what now 
pays 6 per cent on that sum. The state 
is floating 4 per cents now and to change 
an investment that is paying 6 per cent, 
and not impairing the property and fully 
protecting the public rights, would be a; 
criminal blunder. We have no idea that’ 
any serious attempt will ever be made to 
sell this valuable property. If such an 
attempt is ever made Tur Constitution’ 
will oppose such a plan with all its ‘soul 
and stremgth, and before every tribunal.
